D.D.A,     Authorities     Restored. — The 

Secretary  of  State  has  restored  to  Kingsley 
Eric  Lawton,  L.D.S.,  R.G.S.,  Eng.,  authori- 
ties granted  by  the  Regulations  under  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920. 

Industrial  Design  Exhibition. — A  two- 
day  conference  on  industrial  design  is  to  be 
held  in  Central  Hall,  London,  on  Septem- 
ber 26  and  27  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Council  of  Industrial  Design  and  the 
Federation  of  British  Industries. 

Rape  Oil  Sales  Restriction. — Chemists 
are  reminded  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  that 
rape  oil  may  only  be  issued  to  the  public 
in  the  form  of  made-up  medicines,  owning  to 
the  shortage  of  this  oil.  It  should  not  be 
sold  by  retail. 

Soap  Rationing  Orders  Consolidated. — 

A  new  order  issued  recently  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food  (S.R.  &  O.,  1946,  No.  1,139)  re- 


enacts  in  consolidated  form  the  Soap 
(Licensing  of  Manufacturers  and  Rationing) 
(No.  2)  Order,  1945,  and  its  amendments. 
The  only  alterations  made  are  those  which 
concern  the  use  of  the  new  rationing  docu- 
ments valid  for  the  rationing  year  which 
began  on  July  21,  1946.  Copies  of  the 
order  may  be  obtained  from  H.M.  Station- 
ery Office,  price  threepence. 

Welfare  Foods  Order. — An  Order  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food  (S.R.  &  O.,  1946, 
No.  1,148)  makes  statutory  provision  for  the 
Welfare  Foods  Scheme  under  which  milk, 
vitamin  products  and  other  welfare  foods 
are  supplied  (at  reduced  cost  or  free)  to 
expectant  mothers  and  to  children  under 
five.  The  Order  regulates  the  supply  of 
afTected  foods  other  than  milk  from 
Ministry  of  Food  distribution  centres  and 
makes  general  provision  for  the  issue  of 
coupons  and  other  documents.  Under  the 
Order,  which  came  into  operation  on  July 
21,  cod-liver  oil  compound  and  vitamin  A 
and  D  tablets  are  free  in  all  cases.  Copies 
of  the  Order,  price  threepence  each,  may  be 
obtained  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office. 
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Points  for  Rusks. — The  Ministry  of 
Food  states  that  one  bread  unit  must  be 
surrendered  for  7  oz.  of  rusks. 

Guernsey  Rusks  Supply. — By  order  of 
the  local  authorities,  the  supply  of  rusks  in 
Guernsey,  which  was  limited  to  invalids  and 
babies,  has  been  transferred  from  Guernsey 
chemists  to  the  grocery  trade. 

Southend  Pharmacists'  Outing. — Mem- 
befs  of  the  Southend  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  visited  recently  the 
works  and  biological  research  laboratories 
of  May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  Dagenham. 

Sports  Day  and  Gala. — The  staff  of 
Maclean's,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists. 
Great  West  Road,  Brentford,  Middlesex, 
held  their  first  post-war  sports  and  gala  day 
at  the  company's  sports  ground  recently.

Pageant  of  150  Years. — In  Sheffield  re-

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$20  Fine  for  Opium  Offence. — At  the 

Liverpool  stipendiary  magistrate's  court 
on  July  22,  George  J.  Hart,  seaman,  was 
fined  £20  for  having  imported  14  oz.  pre- 
pared opium  with  intent  to  evade  the  pro- 
hibition imposed  by  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act. 

Fine  Follows  Combs  Sale. — In  Leeds, 
on  July  25,  Morris  Shapero,  optician  and 
jeweller.  North  Street,  was  fined  a  total  of 
£50,  with  £10  I  OS.  costs,  for  selling  combs 
at  an  excessive  price.  It  was  alleged  that 
Shapero  had  sold  92  gross  of  combs  at  £3 
a  gross  when  the  controlled  price  was 
£2  gs.  4d. 

Committed  for  Trial. — At  Liverpool 
magistrate's  court,  on  July  4,  a  girl  of 
twenty,  employed  as  a  packer  by  Ayrton, 
Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing 
chemists,  Hanover  Street,  Liverpool,  was 
accused  of  having  stolen  goods  value  £670 
from  her  employers.  Her  father  was 
charged  with  receiving  the  property,  which 
included  cosmetics  and  toilet  requisites. 
Both  the  accused  were  committed  for  trial 
at  the  Liverpool  Quarter  Sessions. 

Condition  Imposed  on  Sale. — At  Glou- 
cester, on  July  19,  Ward  &  Wardman, 
chemists,  Eastgate  Street,  pleaded  guilty  to 
unlawfully  imposing  a  condition  of  sale ; 
they  were  fined  £5  with  £5  5s.  costs. 
For  the  Board  of  Trade  it  was  stated  that 
a  woman  customer  asked  for  some  talcum 
powder  and  was  told  she  could  have  the 
powder  if  she  bought  a  writing  pad,  some 
lavender  water  and  a  bracelet.  The  cost 
of  the  parcel  of  goods  offered  was  25s.  6d., 
the  value  of  the  talcum  powder  alone  being 
3s.  6d.  The  defence  was  that  the  parcels 
offered  to  the  customer  were  made  up  as 
Christmas  gifts. 

Action  Withdrawn  after  Settlement. — 
The  record  in  a  libel  action  brought  by  Boots 
Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  Station  Street,  Not- 
tingham, against  the  printers  and  publishers 
of  the  "  Journal  of  the  National  Association 
of  Clerks  to  Insurance  Committees  "  was 
v/ithdrawn  after  a  statement  had  been  made 
\n  the  King's  Bench  Division,  London,  on 
July  29.  Sir  Valentine  Holmes,  K.C.,  for 
Messrs.  Boots,  said  the  case  had  been 
settled  on  terms  involving  a  statement  in 
court.  In  the  "Journal  "  for  July  1945.  a 
statement  had  appeared  that  did  not  refer 
to  the  company  by  name,  but  referred  to 
"  multiple  chemists  who  would  not  supply 
products  of  two  well-known  ex-German 
firms  now  registered  as  British  companies." 


The  article  went  on  to  suggest  that  the 
plaintiffs  had  substituted  one  of  their  own; 
preparations  when  asked  to  supply  drugs  ol 
the  ex-German  firms,  and  even  of  British,' 
firms.  There  was  no  truth  in  that ;  thd 
company's  employees  offered  drugs  of  an)| 
British  make  in  substitution,  and  gave  noi 
preference  to  their  own.  When  complain 
was  made  to  the  defendants,  they  said  tht 
paragraph  had  been  culled  from  a  docu 
ment.  It  was  now  clear  that  that  wa; 
unreliable.  Messrs.  Boots  were  not  vindic 
tive,  and  the  case  had  been  disposed  of  or 
terms  that  included  a  publication  of  the  cas( 
in  the  "  Journal  "  and  indemnifying  thd 
company  for  their  costs.  Defendants 
through  their  counsel,  said  they  would  mak< 
any  reasonable  amend  to  the  plaintiffs,  anc 
wished  to  apologise.  The  record  of  th( 
case  was  allowed  to  be  withdrawn. 

Innocent  Infringements  of  Patent. — Ai 

application  on  behalf  of  Gillette  Industries 
Ltd.,  Isleworth,  Middlesex,  arising  out  o 
a  renewal  of  the  company's  patent  in  razor 
blades,  came  before  the  Chancery  Division 
London,  on  July  26.  The  patent,  which  ex 
pired  in  November  1945,  was  not  renewe( 
until  June  1946,  and  the  company's  counse 
now  asked  the  court  to  add  to  the  renewa 
order  a  provision  for  dealing  with  person 
who,  in  the  interim,  had  innocently  infringei 
the  patent.  Counsel  suggested  that  per 
sons  who  claimed  to  be  licensees  should  b 
protected  if  they  registered  their  claim 
within  four  weeks  from  the  date  of  th 
order.  Mr.  Justice  Vaisey,  giving  judg 
ment,  said  the  question  was  what  protectio] 
should  be  given  to  innocent  interim  ii 
fringers  while,  at  the  same  time,  the  patei^ 
tees  were  embarrassed  by  not  knowing  wh 
the  owners  of  supposed  licences  might  bf 
The  patent  in  question  was  one  of  im 
portance  and  the  order  which  he"  no\ 
made  and  which  in  his  own  view  shouL 
be  a  standard  form  applying  to  case 
of  the  kind,  provided  that  any  person,  nc 
a  licensee  at  the  date  of  the  expiry  of  th 
patent,  who  had  since  made  or  sold  th 
razors  in  question,  should  be  deemed  t 
have  acted  with  the  licence  of  the  patentee 
and  should  be  entitled  to  continue  to  mak 
and  sell  the  razor,  if  within  eight  week 
from  the  date  of  the  order  he  applied  fo 
entry  of  his  claim  in  the  register  of  patent! 
He  added  that  the  order  must  be  advei 
tised  in  the  trade  Press,  and  the  period  c 
the  renewal  of  the  patent  would  be  extendei 
from  one  year  and  nine  months  to  one  yea 
and  ten  months. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Conference  Programmes 

The  comprehensive  and  judicious  re- 
marks on  the  recent  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  in  your  editorial  article  on  p. 
109  may  be  said  to  render  any  observations 
of  mine  on  the  subject  superfluous.  Yet  in 
taking  leave  of  a  successful  event  I  should 
like  to  add  a  note  on  the  construction  of 
future  conference  programmes.  You  ques- 
tion the  possibility  of  returning  next  year, 
"or  at  all,"  to  conferences  on  a  pre-war 
scale.  In  last  Saturday's  Press  Lord 
Woolton  was  reported  as  saying  that  for  the 
next  twenty  years  we  should  have  to  work 
for  our  living  as  we  have  not  worked  for  a 
very  long  time.  It  may  be  argued  that  those 
who  work  hard  have  a  right  to  play  hard. 
But  attendance  at  many  annual  meetings  of 
the  conference  leads  me  to  record  a  plea 
for  programmes  of  a  less  crowded  and 
strenuous  nature.  Shortly  after  the  first 
world  war  a  member  of  the  Conference 
Executive  told  me  that  in  his  opinion  the 
conference  was,  as  he  put  it,  "  being 
swanked  out  of  existence."  The  conference 
has,  of  course,  continued  to  exist,  and  ap- 
parently in  undiminished  popularity.  But 
the  idea  underlying  the  criticism  I  have 
cited  is  sound.  A  multiplicity  of  social 
events  crammed  into  four  or  five  days  is 
hardly  consistent  with  the  main  purpose  of 
the  conference.  It  has  even  been  hinted 
that  some  frequenters  of  these  gatherings 
have  sighed  for  a  rest  cure  at  the  close  of 
a  "  hectic  "  week — giving  point  to  the  say- 
ing that  life  would  be  tolerable  but  for  its 
pleasures.  A  reduction  in  the  number  of 
items  in  the  programme  can  be  made  with- 
out materially  changing  its  structure :  its 
general  arrangement  is  excellent.  I 
heartily  support  your  protest  against  this 
year's  ban  on  after-dinner  speeches  at  the 
principal  evening  function.  These  have,  as 
a  rule,  been  an  enjoyable  feature. 

The  Medical  Pendulnm 

The  quotation  given  in  the  letter  from 
Mr.  J.  W.  Privett  (p.  122)  strikes  me  as  an 
expression  of  a  mood  rather  than  of  con- 
sidered judgment.  One  can  allow  for  the 
impatience  of  a  medical  practitioner  in  a 
remote  part  of  Alaska  with  what  he  may 
regard  as  the  finicking  methods  of  special- 
ists. But  history  reveals  a  continual  move- 
ment of  the  pendulum  of  medical  thought 
from  the  bedside  to  the  laboratory  and  back. 
When  any  method  of  treatment  hardens 
into  a  dogma,  it  is  not  long  before  someone 
queries  its  value  and  starts  a  discussion  on 


it.  Your  correspondent  and  others  inter- 
ested will  find  evidence  on  this  matter  in 
various  books  of  reference.  As  an  instance, 
the  semi-humorous  forecast  of  Dr.  de  Vigne 
referred  to  may  be  compared  with  the  clos- 
ing pages  of  Dr.  Arturo  Castiglioni's  His- 
tory of  Medicine  (English  version  (re- 
printed), Nev/  York,  1946).  Dr.  Castiglioni, 
in  a  passage  too  long  for  quotation  in  full, 
holds  that  medicine  is  entering  or  has  en- 
tered into  a  "  Neo-Hippocratic  "  period,  in 
which  "  the  need  is  recognised  for  the  study 
not  only  of  the  environmental  factors  of  dis- 
ease but  also  of  the  personal  '  constitution,' 
a  complex  that  changes  with  every  indivi- 
dual and  race.  The  philosophy  of  modern 
medicine  thus  orients  itself  more  and  more 
toward  a  consideration  of  the  human  or- 
ganism as  an  indivisible  part  of  the 
macrocosm  .  .  .  the  unity  of  the  individual 
organism  or  species  is  stressed,  and  it  is 
recognised  that  the  individual  should  be 
studied,  protected,  and  treated  in  accord- 
ance with  the  laws  of  nature." 

"  The  Tincture  House  ** 

The  mention  by  Miss  Evelyn  M.  Qual- 
trough  of  a  "  tincture  house  "  in  the  gar- 
den of  pharmacy  where  she  was  apprenticed 
(p.  104)  conjures  up  a  composite  picture 
of  many  chemists'  businesses  carried  on  in 
properties  spacious  enough  to  allow  separate 
buildings  for  operations  not  convenient  in 
a  shop  or  dispensary.  London  pharmacists 
have  on  occasion  noted  with  envy  the  ample 
"  living  space  "  of  some  provincial  colleague 
on  whom  they  were  calling  while  on  holi- 
day. In  a  "  tincture  house  "  (or  more  than 
one)  such  processes  as  distilling  and  the 
making  of  galenicals  involving  waste  fumes 
can  be  undertaken  without  the  distraction 
of  front-counter  work.  This  kind  of  opera- 
tion will,  especially  under  the  present  short- 
age of  man-power,  involve  careful  planning. 
Work  of  this  nature  can  seldom  be  entrusted 
to  a  newly  indentured  apprentice.  Either 
a  proprietor  or  a  senior  assistant  must  be 
in  charge  in  ordinary  circumstances ;  for 
every  chemist's  shop  does  not  contain  a 
Dr.  F.  W.  Aston  able  to  devise  machinery 
that  will  run  without  supervision  for  hours 
at  a  time.  The  experience  gained  by 
students  in  such  cases  is  of  great  value,  both 
for  the  purposes  of  examinations  and  as  a 
guide  to  practice  after  qualification.  Mani- 
festly, every  pharmacy  in  a  large  city  can- 
not have  its  "  tincture  house  "  ;  but  those 
that  can  have  them  will  find  profitable  uses 
for  them.

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PENICILLIN  DISPENSING  FEES 


A  CIRCULAR  issued  by  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union  states  that,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  issue  of  B.P,  formulas  for  a 
range  of  penicillin  preparations,  and  the 
introduction  to  the  market  of  relatively 
stable  commercial  packs  of  certain  of  the 
preparations,  the  scale  of  National  Health 
Insurance  dispensing  fees,  and  the  basis  of 
payment  for  ingredients,  have  been  re- 
viewed at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  new  agreed  basis  is  set  out 
below.  Some  of  the  details  show  no  varia- 
tion from  those  previously  notified.  They 
are  included  for  completeness.  All  fees  and 
total  payments  include  the  war-time  in- 
crease of  33^  per  cent. 

1.  Penicillin. — Vial    pack,    supplied  as 

such  and  penicillin  preparations 
bought  ready  prepared  to  standard 
formulas,  e.g.,  B.P.  lozenges,  ointment, 
eye  ointment:  — 

Up  to  and  including  2s.  6d.,  fee  8d. 
Over  2s.  6d.,  and  up  to  5s.,  fee  is. 
Over  5s.  and  up  to  los.,  fee  is.  4d. 
For  every  5s.  or  part  of  5s.  in  excess  of 
I  OS.,  8d. 

2.  Penicillin  Cream,  B.P. 

(a)  Dispensing  Fee. — From  August  i 
the  dispensing  fee  will  be  2s.  The  fee 
will  also  apply  to  creams  dispensed 
extemporaneously  in  a  base  which  is  a 
variant  of  the  B.P.  base  (where  such 
variation  is  ordered  or  permitted  by 
the  prescriber)  and  to  creams  which 
differ  from  the  B.P.  cream  only  in  the 
penicillin  strength  ordered. 

(b)  Ingredient  Cost.  —  Payment  will 
be  made  for  the  actual  quantity  of 
penicillin  ordered,  at  the  rate  of  0.2 2d. 
per  1,000  units,  and  for  the  actual 
quantity  of  B.P.  base  (or  variant  of  it) 
at  the  rate  of  i.od.  per  oz.  Payment 
for  the  unused  balance  of  penicillin 
from  a  vial  will  be  made  only  if  the 
prescription  is  endorsed  with  a  state- 
ment that  the  vial  contents  could  not 
be  used  up  within  twenty-four  hours, 
and  with  the  number  of  units  for  which 
payment  is  claimed.  The  container  to 
be  used  is  a  screw-capped  jar  with 
cardboard  disc ;  the  allowances  will  be 
as  follows:  —  i-oz.  size,  3.5d. ;  2-oz., 
4, 2d. ;  3-0Z.  and  4-oz.,  4.5d. 

Full  N.H.I,  payment  (where  payment 
for  an  unused  balance  of  penicillin  is 
not  appropriate)  will  be  thus  approxi- 
mately as  follows  : —  i-oz.  (or  25  gm.), 
2s.  7^d. ;  2-oz.,  3s. ;  3-oz.,  3s.  6d. 


3.  Sterile  Penicillin  Cream,  B.P. 

Must  be  made  with  full  aseptic  tech- 
nique;  current  dispensing  fee  (3s.  4d.) 
continues.  Screw-capped  jar  is  to  be 
supplied  without  extra  charge.  Pay- 
ment for  penicillin  is  on  the  same  basis 
as  in  penicillin  cream,  B.P.,  including 
claims  for  unused  balances.  Other  in- 
gredients will  be  priced  on  basis  of  a 
jar  of  sterile  base  being  obtained  pre- 
packed at  a  cost  not  exceeding  the  cost 
price  in  the  agreed  list,  plus  the  cost 
of  the  amount  of  sterilised  water,  B.P,, 
used.  The  quantity  of  sterilised  water, 
B.P.,  used  should  be  endorsed  on  the 
prescription  with  particulars  of  cost, 
so  as  to  avoid  risk  of  under-payment. 
The  same  fee  and  basis  of  payment  of 
ingredient  cost  will  apply  to  sterile 
creams  of  B.P.  strength  made  in  other 
aqueous  bases,  or  to  sterile  creams  of 
non-B.P,  strength  made  in  the.  B.P. 
base  or  other  aqueous  base. 

4.  Penicillin  Ointment,  B.P. 

(a)  Until  October  i,  if  prescription  is 
endorsed  to  show  it  has  been  dispensed 
extemporaneously,  dispensing  fee  will 
be  3s.  4d.  (screw-capped  container  to 
be  supplied  by  the  pharmacist  without 
charge).  Payment  will  be  made  foi 
actual  quantity  of  penicillin  and  ung, 
alcohol,  lanae  required  for  the  amount 
of  ointment  ordered.  Where  prescrip- 
tion is  not  endorsed  to  show  it  has  beer 
dispensed  extemporaneously,  basis  set 
out  in  (b)  is  operative  from  August  i 

(b)  From  October  i  onwards,  whethei 
ointment  is  bought  prepacked  or  dis- 
pensed from  bulk  ready-prepared  oi 
dispensed  extemporaneously,  paymeni 
will  be  on  basis  of  cost  of  a  prepackec 
article,  taken  from  the  agreed  price 
list,  or  cost  of  a  specified  make  oi 
ointment  where  the  prescriber  specific: 
a  particular  make  and  price  difTeri 
from  that  in  agreed  list,  plus  appro 
priate  dispensing  fee  for  a  prepackec 
preparation. 

5.  Penicillin    Ointment    not    of  B.P 

STRENGTH  AND  NOT  COMMERCIALLY 
AVAILABLE    AS     PREPACKED  PREPARA 

TiONs. —  Until  October  i,  the  dispenS' 
ing  fee  will  be  3s.  4d.  including  cos 
of  screw-capped  jar) ;  payment  foi 
penicillin  and  base  will  be  for  quan 
titles  actually  ordered.  Prescriptior 
should  be  endorsed  to  show  extern 
poraneous  dispensing.    From  Octobej 
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I,  dispensing  fee  will  be  2s.,  but  con- 
tainers will  be  paid  for  on  same  basis 
as  containers  for  penicillin  cream. 
Payment  for  penicillin  and  the  base 
will  be  for  quantities  actually  ordered. 

OcuLENTUM  Penicillin,  B.P.  (Must  be 
made  by  aseptic  technique  and  using 
sterile  materials.) 

Until  October  i,  if  extemporaneously 
dispensed  and  prescription  endorsed 
accordingly,  fee  will  be  3s.  4d.  (includ- 
ing provision  of  tube  as  container). 
Payment  for  penicillin  and  base  will  be 
for  quantities  actually  ordered.  Basis 
of  payment  will  continue  after  October 
I,  for  penicillin  eye  ointments  not  of 
B.P.  strength,  made  in  non-aqueous 
base,  if  not  available  as  standard  pre- 
packed article.  Prescription  should  be 
endorsed  to  show  extemporaneous  dis- 
pensing. 

From  October  i,  whether  B.P.  prepa- 
ration is  dispensed  extemporaneously 
or  a  prepacked  preparation  supplied, 
basis  of  payment  will  be  cost  price 
from  the  agreed  list  (or  actual  cost  if 
a  specified  make  with  different  cost  is 
specified  by  prescriber),  plus  the  appro- 
priate fee  provided  for  in  paragraph  i. 

Injections.  —  A  licence  under  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Regulations  is 
needed  before  injections  of  penicillin 
may  be  dispensed.  The  licence  is  not 
required  for  any  other  class  of  penicil- 
lin preparation. 

(a)  Aqueous  injections  (extem- 
poraneous dispensing  with  full  aseptic 
technique  necessary).  For  injections 
made  in  an  aqueous  base  the  dispens- 
ing fee  remains  at  4s. ;  payment  for 
the  penicillin  and  vehicle  (which 
should  be  specified  if  not  apparent 
from  an  inspection  of  the  prescrip- 
tion) will  be  on  basis  of  quantities 
ordered  (subject  to  claims  for  unusable 
balances  of  penicillin  claimed  for  as 
in  paragraph  2).  Extemporaneous  dis- 
pensing should  be  indicated  by 
endorsement.  Containers  are  paid  for 
separately ;  the  prescription  should  be 
endorsed  to  show  cost. 

(b)  Penicillin  Oily  Injection,  B.P. — 
Will  normally  be  bought  ready  pre- 
pared ;  payment  will  be  as  in  para- 
graph I  above. 

Until  October  i,  where  injection  is 
made  extemporaneously,  prescription 
should  be  endorsed  accordingly ;  it 
carries  a  fee  of  4s.  plus  payment  for 
actual  quantities  of  penicillin  and  base 


specified.  Prescription  should  be  en- 
dorsed with  claim  for  cost  of  container 
in  which  injection  is  supplied. 

From  October  i,  whether  prepara- 
tion is  dispensed  extemporaneously  or 
supplied  prepacked,  payment  will  be 
in  accordance  with  paragraph  i  (see 
opposite  page). 
8.  Eye  drops,  throat  sprays,  nasal 
SPRAYS,  EAR  DROPS,  and  similar  pre- 
parations, not  for  parenteral  in- 
jection.—  These  preparations  are 
required  to  be  made  by  aseptic  tech- 
nique, and  must  be  freshly  prepared, 
since  normally  they  will  not  contain 
a  bacteriostatic  and  many  will  be 
aqueous.  Dispensing  fee  (3s.  4d.)  un- 
changed. Appropriate  container  must 
be  supplied  without  extra  charge. 
Payment  for  penicillin  will  be  for  the 
actual  quantity  ordered,  at  the  rate 
of  o.22d.  per  1,000  units,  unless  there 
is  an  unused  balance  not  used  within 
twenty-four  hours,  and  prescription  is 
endorsed  as  directed  in  paragraph  2. 
Payment  for  vehicle  will  be  for 
quantity  ordered.  Extemporaneous 
dispensing  should  be  endorsed  on  the 
prescription.  If  prescriber  does  not 
specify  strength  to  be  supplied  or 
vehicle  to  be  used,  prescription  should 
be  endorsed  to  show  what  has  been 
supplied. 

Penicillin  for  Veterinary  Purposes 

Pharmacists  are  included  in  arrangements 
that  have  been  made  for  the  supply  of  peni- 
cillin to  veterinary  surgeons.  The  following 
notice,  which  makes  the  procedure  plain, 
has  been  issued  by  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  in  agreement  with  the 
Ministry  of  Supply:  — 

In  completing  form  PPC/5  (application 
for  authority  to  obtain  penicillin  for  treat- 
ment of  bovine  mastitis  and  other  diseases 
of  dairy  cattle)  veterinary  surgeons  may 
specify  the  name  of  any  "  authorised  seller 
of  poisons  "  or  other  recognised  supplier  of 
veterinary  medicines  as  the  person  to  be 
licensed  to  make  supplies  to  them.  The  ap- 
plication form  PPC/5  may  be  obtained  by 
veterinary  surgeons  from  the  National 
Veterinary  Medical  Association,  36  Gordon 
Square,  London,  W.C.i.  The  completed 
form  must  be  returned  to  the  National 
Veterinary  Medical  Association,  who  will 
check  the  status  of  the  applicant,  and  then 
forward  it  to  the  Ministry  of  Supply.  The 
notice  does  not  represent  any  change  in 
policy,  but,  the  circular  states,  is  "a  clarifi- 
cation that  seems  desirable."

By  a  Member  of  the  Press ' 
Health  Bill  Read  a  Third  Time 

The  National  Health  Service  Bill  passed 
through  its  Report  stages  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  July  2  2  and  23,  and  received 
a  third  reading  on  July  26  by  261  to  113. 
Many  amendments  were  tabled  by  Conser- 
vatives during  the  Report  stage  on  the 
management  of  hospitals,  and  other  points 
such  as  empowering  a  county  borough  to 
devolve  the  task  of  administering  health 
services  on  non-county  boroughs  in  certain 
circumstances. 

Mr.  Linstead  Leads  for  Opposition 

Mr.  Hugh  N.  Linstead  was  chosen  by 
the  Opposition  to  open  the  debate  for  them 
on  July  26,  after  Mr.  Charles  Key  (Par- 
liamentary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health)  had  moved  the  third  reading.  Mr. 
Key  declared  that  all  the  powers  of  the 
Minister  under  the  Bill  were  to  be  exercised 
after  consultation  with  various  bodies,  so 
that  the  right  kind  of  people  would  be 
appointed  to  the  administrative  councils 
and  committees.  Appointment  would  not 
rest  on  the  ipse  dixit  of  the  Minister  alone, 
but  the  Minister's  powers  were  all  powers  of 
a  kind  that  had  been  enjoyed  by  Ministers 
in  relation  to  medical  and  other  benefits 
under  the  National  Insurance  Scheme. 

Mr.  Linstead  said  the  reforms  in  the  Bill 
and  in  the  National  Insurance  and  Indus- 
trial Injuries  Bills  were  as  much  good  Con- 
servative policy  as  the  policy  of  any  other 
party.  "  While  on  both  sides  we  are  agreed 
on  the  aims,  there  are  fundamental  differ- 
ences, based  on  differences  of  policy,  on  the 
way  in  which  these  objects  are  to  be 
achieved,"  he  said.  He  saw  many  signs  in 
the  Bill  that  the  lack  of  co-ordination  in  the 
health  services  was  not  going  to  be  reme- 
died, and  said  the  remedy  could  be  found 
in  centralised  planning,  localised  admini- 
stration, by  "  not  being  afraid  to  trust 
locally  elected  people  with  spending 
public  money,"  utilising  to  the  maximum 
voluntary  workers  in  administration,  and 
allowing  the  professions  to  participate  in  the 
work  with  a  minimum  loss  of  freedom.  "  A 
bribe  of  £66  millions  is  being  used  to 
sweeten  the  Bill  for  the  medical  profession," 
he  went  on.  The  Bill  placed  in  the  hands 
of  one  department  of  State  an  enormous 
power  of  patronage.  The  Minister  had  the 
power  of  the  purse  and  the  power  of  veto 
over  the  whole  of  the  health  service  of  the 
country.      He  thought  the  task  was  being 
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accomplished  this  way  because  it  was  ar 
"  easy,  quick  and  tidy  way "  which 
appeared  to  the  Minister  to  provide  means 
of  producing  an  efficient  health  service,  bui 
the  risk  in  this  concentration  of  power  wa: 
that  it  might  equally  well  provide  a  dull  and 
inefficient  service.  There  would  be  ar 
administrative  bottle-neck  in  Whitehall,  ant 
the  medical  profession  would  be  put  ir 
chains.  As  a  result  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Bill  there  was  going  to  be  a  second-rate 
service. 

A  reasoned  rejection  of  the  Bill  wa< 
moved  for  the  Opposition  on  the  grounds 
that  it  discouraged  voluntary  effort  anc 
association,  mutilated  the  structure  of  loca 
government,  dangerously  increased  Mini' 
sterial  power  and  patronage,  appropriatec 
trust  funds  and  benefactions  in  contempt  oi 
the  wishes  of  donors  and  svibscribers,  anu 
undermined  the  freedom  and  independence 
of  the  medical  profession  to  the  nation  * 
detriment.  Winding  up  for  the  Opposi- 
tion, Mr.  H.  U.  Willink  (a  former  Ministei 
of  Health)  declared  that,  but  for  the  dithcui- 
ties  the  Minister  had  created,  the  scheme 
could  have  come  into  operation  nint 
months  or  a  year  earlier. 

Minister  Replies 

Mr.  Aneurin  Bevan,  replying  for  the 
Government,  maintained  that  the  scheme 
emancipated  the  voluntary  medical  worker; 
from  the  indignity  of  having  to  coiled 
money  by  private  charity  and  declared  tha 
the  Opposition  was  trying  to  incite  th' 
medical  profession  against  the  scheme.  Doc 
tors  were  not  going  to  become  Stat 
servants  at  all.  They  were  under  contrac 
with  a  body  on  which  there  was  one-hal 
professional  representation. 

He  ended  v/ith  an  appeal  for  co-operatio 
from  the  medical  profession  and  healt 
workers,  without  which  the  Bill  was  boun 
to  fail.

NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


The  July  meetings  of  the  Executive  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and  of 
the  directors  of  the  CD. A.  were  held  in 
London  on  July  24,  when  the  Chairman 
(Mr.  H.  Steinman)  presented  the  past-chair- 
man's badges  to  Messrs.  W.  J.  Tristram  and 
E.  A.  Brocklehurst.  On  behalf  of  the 
Executive  he  asked  the  recipients  to  accept 
their  badges  as  a  pleasant  reminder  of  their 
year  of  office  and  service  to  the  Union. 
Messrs.  Tristram  and  Brocklehurst 
suitably  replied. 

A  report  of  the  Accounts  Committee  and 
treasurer's  report  were  adopted. 

Standardisation  of  Measures 

Further  consideration  was  given  to  the 
standardisation  of  apothecaries'  fluid 
measures,  and  suggestions  were  formulated 
for  consideration  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  British  Standards  Institution  Drafting 
Panel  Committee,  with  a  view  to  securing 
their  adoption. 

Following  negotiations  with  the  Ministries 
of  Health  and  Supply,  a  special  liaison  com- 
mittee composed  of  representatives  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  N.P.U.,  and 
Wholesale  Drug  Trade  Association  was  set 
up  in  order  to  secure  effective  liaison  be- 
tween the  Ministries  and  bodies  concerned 
with  pharmaceutical  affairs  pending  the 
advent  of  the  new  Health  Service. 

Purchase  Tax 

The  Secretary,  on  behalf  of  the  N.P.U., 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  of 
National  Trade  Organisations  in  London, 
on  July  10,  when  it  was  decided  to  support 
proposals  for  an  amendment  to  the  Fin- 
ance Bill  to  be  put  forward  by  the  Conser- 
vative Party.  The  amendment  provided  for 
a  revised  procedure  in  the  event  of  removal 
or  reduction  of  tax  already  paid  by  retailers. 
The  Commissioner  of  Customs  and  Excise 
had  been  asked  to  meet  a  deputation  to 
which  the  secretary  (Mr.  Mallinson)  was 
appointed,  in  order  to  discuss  the  adoption 
of  the  method  envisaged  by  the  amendment. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  a  discusr 
sion  had  taken  place  at  the  offices  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  at  which  suggestions  had 
been  put  forward  for  retail  chemists  to  un- 
dertake the  distribution  of  dried  milk  and 
welfare  foods  whenever  the  Minister  was 
ready  to  consider  transfer  of  distribution  of 


these  commodities  at  present  being  carried 
out  by  local  food  offices  under  the  Ministry. 

National  Health  Insurance 

A  report  on  a  meeting  of  the  Central 
N.H.L  Committee  held  on  July  23  was  sub- 
mitted by  THE  Chairman  (Mr.  A.  R.  Mel- 
huish).  Correspondence  between  the  Min- 
istry of  Health  and  the  N.P.U.  had  resulted, 
at  the  request  of  the  Ministry,  in  revised 
terms  for  the  dispensing  of  certain  peni- 
cillin preparations,  details  of  which  had 
since  been  forwarded  to  the  trade  Press  for 
publication.  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  (chairman 
of  the  Joint  Committee)  gave  a  detailed 
report  of  the  developments  arising  out  of 
recent  meetings  of  the  Joint  Committee  and 
the  newly  constituted  Negotiating  Commit- 
tee on  the  new  Health  Service. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  position 
of  chemist  contractors  under  proposals  for 
the  provision  of  a  pharmaceutical  service 
in  rural  areas  when  the  new  Health  Service 
became  operative.  The  result  of  the 
deliberations  had  been  reported  back  to  the 
Negotiating  Committee. 

Reports  of  meetings  of  the  Chemists' 
Friends  Council  and  Joint  Industrial  Coun- 
cil (employers'  side)  held  on  July  4  and  15 
were  received,  and  thirty-eight  applications 
for  membership  of  the  N.P.U.  were  sub- 
mitted and  confirmed.  A  message  of  con- 
gratulation from  the  president  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  on  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
the  N.P.U.  was  received. 

It  was  reported  that  arrangements  had 
been  completed  to  hold  the  N.P.U.  branch 
representatives'  conference  at  the  Con- 
naught  Rooms,  Great  Queen  Street, London^ 
W.C.2,  on  October  23  ;  branch  secretaries 
were  to  be  asked  to  forward  resolutions  for 
inclusion  in  the  agenda  for  the  Conference 
not  later  than  September  14. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association 

The  following  settlements  were  made  on 
behalf  of  members: —  Damage  to  clothing 
and  medical  expenses,  payrnent  of  £50 ; 
accident  due  to  faulty  grating,  payments 
£56  6s.  and  of  £150  for  hospital  treatment 
and  professional  fees.  Legal  advice  in  con- 
nexion with  lease  and  tenancy  problems, 
a  war  damage  claim,  and  the  Rent  Restric- 
tion Act,  was  reported  to  have  been  pro- 
vided by  the  Union's  solicitors.

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Streptomycin,  B.C.G.,  and 
Tuberculosis 

The  recent  focussing  of  attention  in  Britain 
on  the  use  of  streptomycin  and  on  a  vaccine 
known  as  B.C.G.  (see  below)  as  weapons 
useful  in  combating  the  encapsuled 
organism  of  tuberculosis,  seems  by  no 
means  before  its  time,  in  view  of  the  heavy 
incidence  of  the  disease.  Latest  figures  for 
Britain  show  that  the  total  number  of  notifi- 
cations of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1944 
was  43,794,  against  34,930  in  1939.  American 
figures  show  the  mortality  from  tuberculosis 
in  1944  in  Britain  to  be  61.9  per  100,000, 
in  Scotland,  78.6,  and  in  Eire,  130.4  per 
100,000,  compared  with  40.8  per  100,000  in 
U.S.A.  and  47.1  in  Canada.  The  commer- 
cial distribution  of  streptomycin,  it  is 
reported,  is  to  commence  in  U.S.A.  on  a 
limited  scale  on  September  i,  while  in  Bri- 
tain, where  the  need  is  proportionately 
greater  and  the  supply  is  nil  (except  when 
flown  specially  for  individual  cases),  experi- 
mental work  on  streptomycin  is  only  about 
to  commence.  The  use  of  streptomycin 
should  be  seen,  however,  in  proper  perspec- 
tive, and  a  caution  against  over-optimism 
was  made  by  Dr.  William  H.  Feldman,  the 
Harben  lecturer,  to  the  Royal  Institute  of 
Public  Health  in  London  recently.  In 
no  instance  of  the  use  of  the  drug,  he 
said,  had  the  results  been  spectacular,  but 
"  for  the  most  part "  they  were  "  highly 
encouraging." 

As  a  result  of  a  recent  deputation  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  from  organisations  inter- 
ested in  improving  the  treatment  and  pre- 


vention of  tuberculosis.  Sir  William 
Jameson  (chief  medical  officer  to  the 
Ministry)  has  agreed  to  take  steps  to  see  if 
a  "  suitable  vaccine  "  against  tuberculosis 
can  be  made  available  in  this  country.  The 
deputation  presented  a  memorandum  giving 
a  full  account  of  the  history  and  achieve- 
ments of  B.C.G.  vaccine.  According  to  the 
"  British  Medical  Journal  "  (July  27,  p. 
125),  the  vaccine  is  a  tubercle  bacillus  of 
bovine  origin,  originally  found  by  Calmette 
and  Guerin,  in  1908,  to  have  lost  its  viru- 
lence after  successive  transfers  oh  a  bile- 
potato  medium.  This  organism  is  injected 
as  a  living  vaccine,  and  though  practically 
non-pathogenic,  it  increases  the  resistance 
of  the  subject  to  subsequent  infection  with 
virulent  tubercle  bacilli.  While  B.C.G.  has 
been  used  for  human  vaccination  for  more 
than  twenty  years,  and  has  met  with  par- 
ticular success  in  Scandinavia,  certain 
aspects  of  its  use  are  still  the  subject  of  con- 
troversy. The  memorandum  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  points  out  that  a  single  source 
of  supply  of  the  vaccine  is  desirable,  and 
that  the  product  should  have  behind  it 
some  form  of  official  backing  such  as  a 
Government  Department  or  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  Stringent  precautions 
are  required  in  its  manufacture,  as  with  that 
of  vaccine  lymph.  As  the  material  is  living, 
neither  heat  nor  antiseptic  may  be  used,  and 
tests  for  pathogenicity — since  it  must  be  used 
within  ten  days — cannot  show  results  until 
later.  The  "  B.M.J."  urges  that  manufac- 
ture should  be  a  Government  responsibility. 

Far-Eastern  Produce 

Several  commodities  whose  origins  lie  in 
the  Far  East  are  of  interest  at  the  present 
time  in  view  of  the  gradual  return  of  com- 
merce to  conditions  more  nearly  approach- 
ing normal.  A  large  business  was  done  on 
the  London  market  in  pre-war  days  in 
Japanese  agar  which  found  a  diversity  of 
uses  in  a  number  of  important  industries. 
Before  the  war  Japan  exported  agar  to  the 
tune  of  about  3,000,000  lb.  per  annum,  of 
which  amount  Great  Britain  took  approxi- 
mately 400,000  lb.  While  it  may  be  feasible 
to  supply  sufficient  agar  from  Empire 
sources  to  meet  essential  requirements  over 
a  considerable  period  of  time,  it  is  only  by 
re-establishing  the  Japanese  industry  on 
something  like  its  former  scale  that  world 
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demand  may  adequately  be  met.  While  no 
definite  information  is  available  on  this 
point  it  is  obvious  that  some  decision  is  in 
contemplation  regarding  the  Japanese  agar 
industry.  Last  week  we  reported  (p.  126) 
suggestions  in  trade  circles  that  the  Govern- 
ment was  considering  bringing  a  quantity  of 
agar  from  Japan.  This  week  it  is  noted 
(p.  157)  that  the  Japanese,  or  presumably 
the  Americans  in  that  country,  intend  to 
export  stocks  of  agar  to  the  United  States 
"  through  Government  channels  for  alloca- 
tion to  regular  importers."  Pre-war 
importers  of  the  product  in  this  country  are 
well  able  to  handle  any  supplies  that  may 
come  along  on  Government  account. 

Latest  advices  from  the  Far  East  regard- 
ing the  possibility  of  increased  supplies  of 
menthol  from  that  source  are  not  encourag- 
ing and  it  would  appear  that  the  South 
'American  product  will  hold  for  some  time 
at  least  a  virtual  monopoly  in  the  article.  It 
is  reported  that  nearly  all  the  menthol  pro- 
duction plants  in  China  were  destroyed  by 
the  Japanese  and  that  the  spasmodic  offers 
of  the  drug  now  being  received  on  the  Lon- 
don market  emanate  from  persons  who  have 
held  stocks  throughout  the  war.  For  this 
reason  prices  from  China  vary  quite  con- 
siderably while  the  quantities  offered  are 
small  and  of  various  brands.  It  is  under- 
stood, however,  that  the  Chinese  producers 
hope  to  be  able  to  swing  into  production  in 
time  to  deal  with  the  next  peppermint  crop 
on  lines  that  will  permit  of  a  resumption  of 
that  country's  considerable  pre-war  export 
trade  in  menthol. 

The  question  of  supplies  of  rhubarb  and 
Sumatra  benzoin  has  practically  been 
solved  by  shipments  of  both  these  drugs  now 
here  or  on  the  way.  The  position  with 
regard  to  camphor  is  not  an  easy  one. 
Recently  importers  were  prevented  from 
bringing  in  supplies  of  synthetic  from 
America  because  of  the  difficult  dollar 
exchange  postition  and  were  therefore 
obliged  to  turn  to  China  for  supplies  of  the 
natural  product.  Some  consignments  have 
arrived  from  that  source  but  none  is 
apparently  up  to  the  standard  of  the 
Japanese  product,  the  best  so  far  being  99.5 
per  cent.  This  parcel,  which  came  from 
Formosa,  was  probably  prepared  under 
Japanese  supervision.  Chinese  producers 
explain   that   as   a   result   of  destruction 


wrought  during  the  war  they  are  not  ye  i 
able  to  produce  the  B.P.  grade  but  hope  t( 
be  in  a  position  to  supply  this  item  in  th( 
not-too-distant  future. 

HERB  CROP  REPORT 

Stafford  Allen  &  Sons,  Ltd. — Exception 
ally  dry  weather  in  Suffolk  in  April  an( 
May  kept  our  crops  back,  but  a  fair  re 
covery  had  been  made  when  the  rains  di( 
come.  We  had  three  nights  of  sharp  fros 
in  May  which  did  little  damage.  Then 
had  a  very  heavy  rainstorm  at  the  begin 
ning  of  July  which  knocked  the  place  abou 
a  good  deal  and  washed  out  quite  a  quan 
tity  of  small  seedlings.  Aconite. — A  smal 
crop  but  it  is  looking  very  well.  Bella 
DONNA. — Our  older  plantations  have  suf 
fered  badly  from  attacks  of  flea  beetle  anc 
these  had  to  be  ploughed  up.  Yount 
plants  are  slow  in  coming  forward  but  the-; 
look  fairly  well  now  and  we  hope  to  get  '< 
fair  crop  during  the  season.  Our  acreagi 
is  not  as  heavy  as  we  should  like.  Broor 
Tops. — We  have  again  made  extensive  col:

teine  sulphate.  Chamomile.  —  We  an 
afraid  it  is  going  to  be  only  a  moderate  crop 
A  good  many  plants  died  during  th< 
winter  and  the  remainder  was  severe!; 
checked  by  early  drought.  Clary  Sage 
— This  looks  very  well  and  if  the  weathe 
only  remains  fine  for  the  next  few  days  5 
good  yield  of  oil  should  be  obtained 
Dill. — This  was  looking  very  promising 
but  it  was  knocked  about  a  good  deal 
the  recent  storms.  We  hope  it  will  re 
cover  and  we  shall  get  a  normal  crop 
Digitalis. — Was  delayed  owing  to  th( 
early  drought,  and  the  plants  being  ver^ 
small  some  have  been  washed  out  by  th( 
heavy  rain.  We  anticipate  the  crop  will  b{ 
rather  smaller  than  last  year.

DISINTEGRATION  TESTS  FOR  TABLETS 

Abstracts  of  and  Discussion  on  Two  Papers  Presented 
Independently  at  a  Science  Session  of  the  Conference  on  July  16 


Work  done  independently  by  the  authors  of 
two  papers  presented  on  the  subject  of  tab- 
let disintegration  tests  showed  a  high  degree 
of  similarity  in.  approach  and  result,  though 
produced,  it  is  understood,  in  ignorance 
of  the  other's  experiments.  Both  derived 
from  the  conclusions  arrived  at  by  a  con- 
tributor to  the  Science  Sessions  of  an  earlier 
conference,  and  the  subject  evoked  con- 
siderable discussion,  with  a  certain  cut-and- 
thrust  resulting  from  different  views  on  the 
medicinal  importance  of  rapid  disintegra- 
tion.   The  first  paper  was:  — 

Disintegration  of  Tablets 

By  H.  Hoyle 
[Abstract] 
Previous  to  the  publication  of  the 
Seventh  Addendum  to  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia, 1932,  the  only  standards  for 
tablets  were  those  applied  to  the  raw 
materials.  The  British  Pharmacopoeia  now 
applies  both  physical  and  chemical  control 
to  the  finished  tablets  and  one  of  the  stand- 
ards is  for  disintegration.  The  paper  is 
devoted  to  a  consideration  of  an  alternative 
method.  Although  the  official  standards 
for  disintegration  are,  on  the  whole, 
generous,  it  may  be  unfair  to  condemn  a 
batch  of  tablets  because  less  than  90  per 
cent,  of  a  small  sample  disintegrates  within 
the  limit,  when  it  has  been  stated  that  the 
length  of  time  a  tablet  could  remain  in  the 
stomach  can  vary  with  the  individual  and 
his  activities  from  one  to  ten  or  more  hours 
with  an  average  of  5.9  hours.  The  Phar- 
macopoeia does  not  give  a  standard  rate 
of  movement  of  the  tablets,  which  is 
affected  by  size,  weight  and  density.  The 
author  offers  criticisms  of  the  present 
methods  and  describes  an  apparatus  for 
the  disintegration  test  that  should  be  simple 
and  easy  to  operate,  and  be  able  to  test  all 
tablets  under  identical  conditions  (quantity 
of  disintegrating  fluid,  temperature,  rate  of 
movement  of  tablets ;  definite  end-point ; 
examination  of  rate  and  manner  of  dis- 
integration). 

Apparatus  Described 

In  the  apparatus  five  50-mil  Nessler  tubes 
(B.S.S.  No.  612)  containing  50  mils  of  water 

37°  G.  are  fitted  into  sockets  in  a  frame- 
work inside  a  water-bath  thermostatically 


controlled  at  37°  G,  In  each  tube  is  sus- 
pended a  small  cylindrical  basket  made  of 
lo-mesh  gauze  (B.S.S.  No.  410),  size  f  in. 
diameter  and  i  in.  deep.  The  five  baskets 
are  fixed  to  a  rod  which  can  be  moved  up 
and  down  through  a  distance  of  i  in.  at 
any  desired  speed,  say,  sixty  to  120  strokes 
per  min.,  by  means  of  a  small  electric  motor. 
The  rod  is  supported  at  the  ends  by  hooks  so 
that  it  can  be  easily  detached  from  the 
apparatus.  When  the  baskets  are  at  the  top 
of  the  stroke  the  bottom  of  the  basket  should 
just  clear  the  water  level  and  the  best  speed 
of  rotation  is  about  sixty  complete  strokes 
per  minute,  as  with  higher  speeds  'the  tablet 
is  subjected  to  more  unnatural  treatment ;  it 
is  also  more  difficult  to  observe  the  rate  of 
disintegration  and  small  tablets  tend 
to  "  jump  "  too  much.  This  apparatus  was 
made  with  a  variable  speed  in  order  to 
examine  the  effect  of  speed  of  movement  on 
disintegration.  The  movement  of  the  tablets 
on  or  against  the  gauze  gives  a  "  rubbing  " 
effect  such  as  they  may  encounter  in  the 
alimentary  tract.  The  procedure  is  to  place 
the  five  Nessler  tubes  containing  50  mils  of 
fluid  at  37°  G.  in  the  water-bath  at  37°  G. ; 
place  the  dry  baskets  inside  the  tubes  and 
fix  the  rod  to  the  frame  so  that  the  baskets 
are  at  the  top  of  the  stroke ;  place  one 
tablet  in  each  basket ;  switch  on  and  note 
the  time  ;  note  the  time  required  for  com- 
plete disintegration.  Results  are  tabulated 
of  determinations  of  disintegration  times 
for  tablets  of  different  manufacture ;  and  of 
variations  in  the  same  batch ;  of  the  effect 
of  temperature  and  speed  of  movement  on 
disintegration  time ;  and  of  comparative 
times  of  disintegration  in  water  and  arti- 
ficial gastric  fluid,  and  of  effects  of  storage. 
(From  the  laboratory  of  W.  B.  Gartwrighf, 
Ltd.,  Rawdon,  Leeds.) 

In  order  to  permit  discussion  simul- 
taneously on  the  two  papers,  it  was  deferred 
until  after  the  reading  of  the  second,  which 
was :  — 

A  Disintegration  Test  for  Tablets 

By  H.  P.  Prance,  D.  Stephenson  and 
A.  Taylor 
[Abstract] 
A  simple  apparatus  has  been  used  which, 
it  is  felt,  meets  criticisms  of  the  Pharma- 
copceial  method  of  testing  the  disintegration 
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of  tablets.  It  has  the  additional  merit  that 
tests  can  be  rapidly  set  up  and  changed  over 
to  other  samples.  In  its  simplest  form  the 
apparatus  consists  of  a  circular  disc  of  non- 
rusting  metal  wire  sieve  of  standard  No.  lo 
mesh  (see  Appendix  XVIII  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, 1932)  which  is  fastened  across  the 
end  of  a  length  of  glass  tubing  2.8  cm. 
(i^  in.)  internal  diameter,  3  to  3.1  cm. 
external  diameter  and  approximately  7.8 
cm.  (3!^  in.)  long.  At  the  opposite  end  is 
fixed  a  loop  of  fine  strong  wire  which  may 
be  attached  to  a  collar  fitting  round  the 
tube.  The  tube  is  suspended  in  a  250-mil 
graduated  cylinder  so  that  it  can  be  raised 
and  lowered  repeatedly  through  a  distance  of 
7.5  cm.  (3  in.)  so  that  at  the  top  of  its  stroke 
the  gauze  disc  just  breaks  the  surface  of 
250  mils  of  water  in  the  measure,  and  at 
the  bottom  of  the  stroke  the  upper  rim  of 
the  tube  remains  clear  of  the  water. 

Mechanism  of  Movement 

The  up  and  down  movement  of  the  tube 
or  "  cage  "  can  be  effected  by  employing  a 
wooden  wheel  formed  by  joining  together 
two  circular  pieces  of  plywood  about  12  in. 
in  diameter  with  bevelled  edges  to  forrn  a 
grooved  pulley,  and  a  simple  transmission 
coupling  of  bent  wires.  The  wheel  must 
be  provided  with  a  bearing  axle  on  which 
to  revolve ;  it  may  be  fixed  by  clamping 
at  a  suitable  height  to  a  retort  stand, 
and  may  be  turned  by  a  water  turbine  or 
small  laboratory  electric  motor.  A  fine 
wire  nail  is  driven  into  the  wheel  (or  into  a 
wooden  bar  carried  by  the  wheel)  at  exactly 
3.75  cm.  from  the  centre  of  axis,  and  over 
it  the  eye  of  the  upper  half  of  the  trans- 
mission coupling  is  passed  ;  the  lower  half 
moving  in  a  bearing  (a  short  length  of  stout- 
walled  glass  tubing  clamped  to  the  retort- 
stand)  has  a  hook  at  its  lower  end  over 
which  the  wire  hoop  of  the  cage  is  passed. 

If  it  is  desired  to  carry  out  tests  at  room 
temperature  no  further  apparatus  is 
required,  but  to  maintain  the  water  at  37° 
C.  the  measure  should  be  stood  in  a  glass 
sided  tank  such  as  a  large  accumulator  jar 
filled  with  water  kept  at  37°  G.  throughout 
the  period  of  the  test.  The  end-point  is 
reached  when  all  the  material  of  the  tablets 
is  seen  to  pass  through  the  mesh  as  the 
cage  comes  to  the  top  of  its  stroke. 

This  method  of  testing  disintegration 
rates  had  been  applied  to  a  range  of  com- 
mercial tablets  made  by  a  number  of  well 
known  manufacturers.  A  representative 
series  of  results  was  shown.  Tests  were 
carried  out  at  37°  C,  using  five  tablets  for 
each  test.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  end- 
point  was   reached  in   less   than  fifteen 


minutes  and  it  would  seem  reasonable  to  set  . 
the  limit  of  the  test  at  the  same  time  as  thai 
adopted  for  the  present  Pharmacopceiai 
test.  If  this  form  of  test  be  adopted  foi 
use  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  five  tablets  should 
be  taken  for  each  test.  If  the  tablets  fail  tc 
comply  with  the  test  it  may  be  repeated 
twice.  The  tablets  should  then  comply  with 
the  test  twice  out  of  three  times.  I'his  wili 
ensure  that  no  sample  is  rejected  because  oJ 
an  occasional  abnormal  tablet,  but  will  per-! 
mit  the  presence  of  only  a  small  proportior 
of  more  slowly  dissolving  tablets  in  a  border- 
line sample.  The  method,  it  was  claimed 
has  the  following  advantages  over  the  tesi 
at  present  official  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia :  (a)  the  apparatus  required  is  simple 
to  make  and  use ;  (b)  the  end-point  is  sharp 
and  the  method  provides  a  definition  ol 
"  disintegration  "  ;  {c)  the  progress  of  the 
test  can  be  observed  continuously.  (From 
the  Wellcome  Chemical  Works,  Dartford.] 

Discussion 

Mr.  Bull,  from  the  chair,  thought  thai 
the  length  of  time  of  5.9  hours  (during 
which  a  tablet  could  remain  in  the  stomach] 
mentioned  by  Mr.  Hoyle,  was  much  greatei 
than  the  usually  accepted  duration.  He 
inquired  whether  there  had  been  any  pos- 
sibility of  a  cutting  action  by  the  wire  gauze, 
and  whether  an  exact  time  of  disintegration 
was  regarded  as  valuable.  He  thought  it 
would  be  generally  accepted  that  a  limil 
was  better  than  an  exact  timing.  Had  the 
author  any  explanation  of  the  hardening  oi 
grey  powder  tablets  on  keeping? 

Mr.  H.  Finnemore,  London,  asked 
whether  there  was  any  reason  why  a  simple 
aspirator  could  not  have  been  used  for  the 
experiments. 

Mr.  G.  Glark,  London,  reporting  on 
similar  experiments  he  had  made  on  a 
smaller  scale,  said  that  in  these  the  disinte- 
gration had  had  a  sharp  end-point,  but  that 
clogging  had  sometimes  occurred  in  the 
mesh. 

Mr.  Stevenson,  London,  described  ex- 
periments carried  out  with  apparatus  con- 
sisting essentially  of  a  U-tube  with  a  large 
and  a  small  arm.  In  the  large  arm  was 
placed  a  sintered  glass  disc  upon  which  the 
tablet  rested.  Air  bubbles  blown  through 
the  solution  caused  the  tablet  to  rotate  on 
its  own  axis  and  in  the  solution.  In  his 
opinion  the  disintegration  rate  was  a  matter 
of  porosity,  which  in  turn  was  largely  a 
matter  of  the  excipient  used.  The  size  of 
the  starch  granule  was  also  important. 

Mr.  I,  Michaels,  London,  offered  a 
<^riticism  of  Hoyle's  scientific  approach.  He 
thought  the  author  should  have  produced

a  standard  tablet  in  the  first  place  and  then 
worked  out  a  coefficient  of  variation. 

Mr.  a.  Nutter-Smith,  Nottingham,  said 
that  the  work  carried  a  stage  further  tjie  in- 
vestigations which  Berry  and  himself  had 
recorded  at  the  1944  Conference,  but  the 
original  aim  had  been  not  to  find  disinte- 
gration times  but  to  eliminate  unsatisfactory 
tablets.  In  his  view  a  simple  method  was 
adequate  for  routine  testing.  The  purpose 
of  the  tablet  must  also  be  considered.  For 
example  a  tablet  of  calcium  lactate  might 
be  prepared  with  or  without  excipient  ac- 
cording to  whether  or  not  a  clear  solution 
was  desired.  His  experience  of  storage  had 
been  that  some  tabletted  preparations  soft- 
ened on  keeping  while  others  hardened. 

Mr.  S.  G.  E.  Stevens,  London,  sug- 
gested that  the  authors  of  both  papers  were 
making  the  mistake  of  treating  all  human 
beings  as  reacting  alike.  There  were  people 
who  could  not  swallow  tablets  but  broke 
them  up  into  small  pieces  before  swallow- 
ing. How  did  this  breaking  effect  the  rate 
of  disintegration?  The  question  was  also 
affected  by  the  lubricant  used,  for  all  the 
usual  lubricants  were  water-repellants. 
With  broken  tablets,  porosity  came  into 
play  straight  away.  He  suggested  that 
medical  opinion  should  be  sought  on  the 
desirable  times  of  disintegration. 

Mr.  H.  Burlinson,  Ashton-under-Lyne, 
considered  the  present  pharmacopoeial  test 
closely  followed  practical  conditions. 

Mr.  M.  F.  Hersant,  Hove,  referred  to 
the  breakdown  of  certain  tablets  into  large 
granules  and  asked  if  that  was  regarded  as 
satisfactory.  There  were  also  tablets  which, 
in  contact  with  water,  would  swell  but  not 
break  down. 

Sugar-coated  Tablets 

Mr.  G.  R.  Page,  Liverpool,  mentioned 
that  both  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex 
and  the  Pharmacopoeia  appeared  to  fight 
shy  of  breakdown  tests  for  sugar-coated 
tablets.  Had  any  work  on  these  been  car- 
ried out  by  the  authors? 

Mr.  Howard,  Liverpool,  said  he  had 
found  a  hot-air  bath  better  than  a  water- 
bath  for  carrying  out  disintegration  tests 
and  that  transmitted  light  facilitated  obser- 
vation of  the  end-point.  The  published 
formula  for  artificial  gastric  juice  neglected 
the  factor  of  viscosity,  and  he  would  also 
like  to  know  the  effect  of  the  salival  juices 
on  disintegration  rate. 

Mr.  Peck,  London,  drew  attention  to  a 
general  improvement  that  had  taken  place 
in  tablets  on  the  market  since  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  paper  by  Berry  and  Nutter- 
Smith.    It  was  possible  that  too  much  em- 


phasis was  now  being  placed  on  disintegra- 
tion. The  speaker  reviewed  the  problem 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  manufacturer 
of  tablet  machinery. 

Mr.  K.  Bullock,  Manchester,  suggested 
that  there  might  be  danger  in  a  too-rapid 
disintegration. 

Dr.  C.  H.  Hampshire,  London  (secre- 
tary, Pharmacopoeia  Commission)  ex- 
pressed appreciation  of  the  papers  and  dis- 
cussions. He  sympathised  with  the  point  of 
view  put  forward  by  Mr.  Finnemore  that 
a  simple  aspirator  might  serve  for  the  tests, 
but  assured  him  that  such  was  not  the  case. 
Before  including  a  test  in  the  Pharmacopoeia 
it  was  necessary  to  be  sure  that  uniform 
results  would  be  obtained  at  the  hands  of 
different  workers. 

Autliors'  Replies 

Mr.  Stephenson,  replying  for  the 
authors  of  the  second  paper,  agreed  that 
the  importance  of  disintegration  could  be 
overemphasised,  but  said  that,  when  the 
Pharmacopoeia  included  a  test,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  devise  means  by  which  uniform  re- 
sults could  be  obtained  from  it.  The  stan- 
dard gauze  employed  was  found  to  ensure 
a  good  end-point,  and  he  assured  members 
of  the  Conference  that  cutting  action  was 
eliminated  by  the  "simple  harmonic 
motion  "  imparted  to  the  rise  and  fall  of  the 
tablet  in  solution  by  means  of  the  apparatus 
devised.  There  had  been  no  difficulty  with 
gummy  substances,  and  it  had  been  noted 
that  a  fall  in  disintegration  rate  was  often 
accompanied  by  oxidation. 

Mr.  Hoyle,  winding  up,  gave  his  refer- 
ence to  the  work  from  which  the  time  of 
rest  of  tablets  in  the  stomach  had  been 
quoted.  He  agreed  that  exact  disintegra- 
tion times  might  not  be  of  general  use,  but 
said  they  were  useful  as  a  control.  He  had 
carried  out  certain  experiments  on  broken- 
up  tablets,  and  had  found  that  the  disinte- 
gration time  was  speeded  up,  but  had  not 
investigated  the  comparative  times.  He  had 
also  applied  tests  to  sugar-coated  tablets, 
and  had  found  that  the  time  for  removal 
of  the  sugar-coating  was  of  the  order  of  two 
minutes.  The  effect  of  saliva  was  to  speed 
up  disintegration,  and  it  might  be  said  that, 
in  general,  disintegration  of  tablets  in  the 
body  was  more  rapid  than  under  the  test.

J.  W.  Gray  (vice-president),  Mr.  J.  McGre- 
gor (treasurer) ;  Messrs.  Walter  O.  Tate, 
J.  Glendinning,  H.  H.  Cowzer,  C.  Aber- 
nethy,  J.  F.  Grimes,  H.  F.  Moore,  J.  E. 
Connor,  Dr.  S.  E.  A.  Acheson,  and  Professor 
E.  B.  C.  Mayrs.  The  President  welcomed 
the  new  secretary  (Mr,  W.  Gorman). 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Ministry  of 
Home  Affairs  concerning  the  salary  to  be 
paid  to  the  chairman  of  the  Statutory  Com- 
mittee and,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  H.  F. 
Moore,  seconded  by  Mr.  Cowzer,  it  was 
decided  to  fix  the  sum  at  £52  los.  for  the 
first  year  and  to  reconsider  the  sum  at  the 
end  of  the  period.  The  Ministry  also  wrote 
that  in  view  of  the  decreasing  number  of 
druggists  on  the  Register  the  number  of 
representatives  would  be  reduced  from  three 
to  one  by  not  filling  the  vacancies  when  two 
representatives  retire  during  the  next  two 
years.

and  whether  or  not  under  an  apprentice 
ship  agreement."

A  Study  of  the  Equilibria  in  Solu- 
tions of  Neutral  Derivatives  of 

Sulphonamides 
By  H.  J.  Barber  and  J.  H.  Wilkinson 

[Abstract] 
The  work  arose  out  of  an  attempt  to  find 
a  means  of  evaluating  cinnamic  aldehyde 
bis-bisulphite  in  relation  to  its  use  for  pre- 
paring the  drugs  under  discussion.  No 
method  for  the  assay  of  the  substance 
appears  in  the  literature,  and,  of  the  various 
methods  studied,  the  most  promising  were 
those  involving  condensation  with  amines. 
Reaction  with  a  known  excess  of  j&-chlor- 
aniline,  followed  by  ether  extraction  and 
determination  of  the  unchanged  amine  by 
the  method  adopted  by  Day  and  Taggart 
("  Industrial  and  Engineering  Chemistry," 
1928.20.545)  suggested  a  relationship  be- 
tween the  amount  found  and  the  excess  of 
p-chloraniline  used.  This  in  turn  indicates 
the  possibility  of  the  equilibrium  :  —

Further  evidence  for  this  was  obtained  by 
dissolving  cinnamylidene-(/?-chlor)aniline  in 
a  solution  of  sodium  bisulphite.  The 
authors  decided  to  investigate  the  possibility 
of  equilibration  in  the  three  compounds  if 
a  practical  method  of  extracting  free  sul- 
phonamides could  be  devised.  It  was 
observed  that  cyclohexanone  was  a  good 
solvent  for  the  three  sulphonamides,  but  it 
was  thought  preferable  to  use  methylcyclo- 
hexanone  on  account  of  its  lower  solubility 
in  water.  The  first  results  were  high,  pro- 
bably due  to  interference  by  traces  of  the 
solvent.  This  source  of  error  was  removed 
by  washing  the  alkaline  solution  with  ether, 
prior  to  acidification,  and  quantitative  results 
were  then  obtained.  A  series  of  solutions 
of  the  three  compounds  were  made  up, 
some  containing  an  excess  and  others  a  de- 
ficiency of  cinnamic  aldehyde  bis-bisulphite, 
and  the  pH  of  each  was  adjusted  to 
8.0  ^  0.05.  It  was  subsequently  found 
that  in  the  case  of  the  sulphapyridine  com- 
pound non-reproducible  results  were  ob- 
tained at  this  pH,  but  these  became  consis-

tent  at  pH  7.0.  Each  solution  was  allowej 
to  stand  at  least  forty-eight  hours  at  20°  C| 
to  attain  equilibrium,  but  equilibrium  i: 
the  solutions  of  the  sulphathiazole  com 
pound  was  much  more  slowly  reached,  so 
fortnight  was  allowed.  Free  sulphonamid 
was  determined  by  titration  ;  from  this  an( 
the  amounts  of  aldehyde  bis-bisulphite  used 
the  molar  concentrations  of  the  compoun 
and  uncombined  bis-bisulphite  were  calcu 
lated. 

Mean  Values 

The  results  for  each  substance  are  con 
sidered  to  be  sufficiently  close  to  indicat 
that  in  each  case  the  compound  exists  ii 
solution  in  equilibrium  with  its  components 
The  following  mean  values,  which  wen 
obtained  by  expressing  the  results  graphic 
ally,  were  considered  sufficiently  accurate 
for  the  purposes  of  this  work  :  — 
Sulphathiazole  compound  :  K==  6,6X10 
Sulphapyridine  compound  :  K=  2.7  X  10 
Sulphanilamide  compound  :  K=  1 1 .7  X  i  o 
Assuming  that  the  total  volume  of  the  blood 
is  about  5.5  litres  (307  gm./mol.)  and  thai 
blood  behaves  as  water  for  the  purposes  ol 
the  discussion,  it  is  possible  to  calculate  the 
blood  concentration  of  sulphathiazole  and 
sulphapyridine  following  the  administration 
of  the  solutions.  (From  the  research  labora 
tories  of  May  and  Baker,  Ltd.) 

Discussion 

Dr.  F.  Hartley  suggested  that  the 
hydrolytic  reaction  must  be  more  complex 
than  had  been  indicated  in  the  paper.  Were 
the  compounds  truly  represented  by  the  for- 
mulas given,  he  asked,  and  had  the  mole- 
cular weights  been  determined?  Dr. 
Hartley  expressed  regret  that  the  Pharma- 
copoeia Commission  had  reserved  the  term 
"  soluble  "  for  the  sodium  salts  of  such  in- 
soluble compounds,  thus  driving  others  to 
adopt  new  terms. 

Dr.  Phillips  declared  that  the  solu- 
bilising  method  dealt  with  in  the  pap.er  was 
not  new,  and  instanced  such  compounds  as 
sulpharsphenamine.  It  was  a  mistake,  he 
considered,  to  dismiss  drugs  as  uninterest- 
ing because  they  were  apparently  inactive 
on  first  tests.  Interest  in  other  compounds 
from  well  into  the  past  might  well  be  re- 
vived. In  particular,  the  surface-tension- 
reducing  properties  of  sulphonamides  might 
be  investigated. 
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Dr.  Foster  said  he  had  never  been  able 
to  get  results  that  would  suggest  a  definite 
formula  for  some  compounds  of  the  group. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  replied  to  the  questioners 
that  he  had  done  no  work  on  the  molecular 
weight  of  the  compounds ;  it  was  quite 
probably  higher  than  was  represented  by  the 
formula  given.  Nor  had  he  worked  on  sur- 
face phenomena.  To  Dr.  F.  Dyer  he 
replied  that  practical  difficulties  had  so  far 
prevented  work  on  dissociation  constants  in 
the  blood. 

The  Stability  of  Adrenaline 
Solutions 

Part     III.      Storage     of    the  proposed 
Solution  of  Adrenaline  Hydrochloride  and 
Injection  of  Adrenaline  Tartrate 

By  G.  B.  West 
[Abstract] 
In  two  previous  communications  to  the 
British    Pharmaceutical    Conference,  the 
optimum  conditions  for  stability  and  storage 
of  solutions  of  adrenaline  in  hydrochloric 
acid  and  in  tartaric  acid  were  indicated. 
Following  these  conclusions,  formulas  were 
suggested  for  two  preparations  of  adrena- 
line, one  an  ordinary  solution  for  making 
non-sterile  preparations  and  the  other  an 
injection  intended  for  parenteral  adminis- 
tration, as  shown  below  :  — 

Solution  of  Adrenaline  Hydrochloride 
Adrenaline         ...        ...     i  gm. 

Sodium  metabisulphite  ...  i  gm. 
Dilute  hydrochloric  acid  3  mils 
Distilled  water  to  1000  mils 

This  is  the  present  Pharmacopoeial  solu- 
tion without  sodium  chloride  and  chlorbutol 
but  containing  metabisulphite.  No  heating 
process  was  suggested,  as  the  solution  need 
not  be  sterile. 

Injection  of  Adrenaline  Tartrate 
Adrenaline  acid  tartrate    0.19  gm. 
Sodium  chloride         ...    0.9  gm. 
Sodium  metabisulphite       o.i  gm. 
Distilled  water  to         100  mils 
This  injection  was  to  be  sterilised  by  auto- 
clavirig,  except  in  the  case  of  multiple-dose 
containers  which  were  to  be  sterilised  by 
heating  to  a  temperature  of  98°  to  100°  G. 
for  thirty  minutes  in  the  presence  of  a  suit- 
able antiseptic. 

Optimum  Conditions 

Solutions  prepared  according  to  these 
formulas,  including  some  with  slight  modifi- 
cations, were  retained  for  long  periods  to 
obtain  confirmation  of  the  optimum  condi- 
tions for  stability  as  found  for  short  periods 
at  high  temperatures,  most  of  the  storage 
results  being  set  out  in  the  paper. 


Solution  of  adrenaline  hydrochloride  (i 
in  1000  of  base)  with  o.i  per  cent,  of  sodium 
metabisulphite  was  found  to  retain  its  full 
potency  when  stored  in  6o-mil  white  glass- 
stoppered  bottles  for  eighteen  months  at 
19  G.  in  the  dark.  Loss  of  activity  was 
shown  when  stored  for  eighteen  months  at 
19°  G.  in  the  light  or  for  twelve  months  at 
37°  G.  The  optimum  conditions  for 
storage  of  the  solution  appeared  to  be 
small,  well-filled,  well-closed  containers, 
protected  from  light  and  stored  in  a  cool 
place.  Injection  of  adrenaline  tartrate  (i 
in  1000  base)  with  0.9  per  cent,  of  sodium 
chloride  and  0.1  per  cent,  of  sodium  meta- 
bisulphate  was  found  to  retain  its  full 
potency  after  sterilisation  and  storage  for 
eighteen  months  at  19°  G.  in  the  dark, 
when  contained  in  vaccine  bottles  and  in 
full  and  nearly-full  ampoules.  Loss  of 
activity  was  shown  when  half-full  auto- 
claved  ampoules  were  tested  ;  on  the  other 
hand,  no  such  loss  was  found  in  similar 
ampoules  sterilised  by  steaming  (98°  to  100° 
G.  for  thirty  minutes)  in  the  presence  of  an 
antiseptic.  The  optimum  conditions  for 
storage  of  the  injection  of  adrenaline  ap- 
peared to  be  well-filled,  sealed  containers, 
protected  from  light  and  stored  in  a  cool 
place.  (From  the  College  of  Pharmaceutical 
Society.) 

Discussion 

Mr.  T.  D.  Whittet  asked  if  difficulty 
had  been  found  with  the  rubber  caps  of 
Clinbritic  bottles  during  storage  of  the  solu- 
tion from  absorption  of  metabisulphite,  Dr. 
Foster  asked  why  the  tartrate,  "  a  more 
stable  compound  "  had  not  been  suggested 
for  the  solution  of  adrenaline  as  well  as  the 
injection. 

Dr.  H.  Davis,  replying  on  behalf  of  Pro- 
fessor Berry  and  Dr.  West,  agreed  that 
difficulty  had  been  experienced  with  certain 
batches  of  rubber  caps,  but  suggested  that 
absorption  was  not  the  complete  explana- 
tion. It  would  be  advisable,  however,  to 
store  the  caps  in  a  solution  of  metabisul- 
phite prior  to  use,  as  Mr.  Whittet  had  in 
fact  been  doing.  The  reason  for  leaving 
the  hydrochloride  in  the  formula  for  adrena- 
line solution  might  have  been  connected 
with  the  difficulty  of  supply  and  cost  of  the 
tartrate.  Dr.  Davis  suggested  that  the  0.1 
per  cent,  of  chlorocresol  was  adequate  for 
the  purpose  of  "  sterilisation  by  heating  with 
a  bactericide,"  and  maintained  that  the 
official  proportion  of  0.2  per  cent,  for  the 
purpose  was  too  great,  often  giving  rise  to 
crystalline  deposits  on  storing.

Better  Control  of  Streptomycin  Wanted. — 

Canadian  medical  interests  are  seeking 
more  effective  control  in  the  introduction 
into  the  Dominion  of  the  new  antibiotic, 
streptomycin.  Local  medical  scientists  and 
clinicians  have  deplored  the  injudicious  use 
of  sulphonamides  and  penicillin,  which, 
they  claim,  has  greatly  lessened  the  value  of 
these  two  drugs. 

Chain  Store  Convention. — The  National 
Association  of  Chain  Drug"  Stores  held  its 
annual  convention  at  the  Manoir  Richelieu, 
Murray  Bay,  from  June  8  to  June  13.

Total  Ban  on  Opium  and  Morphine 
Sought. — The  Canadian  Senate  public  health 
committee  recently  recommended  without 
amendment  a  Bill  to  change  the  Opium  and 
Narcotic  Drug  Act  so  as  to  eliminate  the 
use  of  opium  or  morphine  in  any  medicine 
sold  without  a  doctor's  prescription.  'Undei 
the  present  Act  small  quantities  of  these 
drugs  may  be  included  in  medicines  sold 
without  a  prescription,  but  when  the  control 
of  narcotics  passed  under  the  War  Measures 
Act  neither  opium  nor  morphine  could  be 
used.  The  amendment  to  the  Act  is  being 
brought  in  now  so  that,  when  the  control 
again  passes  to  the  health  department,  the 
war-time  regulations  will  be  continued. 
Under  the  amendment,  medicines  may 
contain  small  quantities  of  codeine  when 
sold  without  a  prescription.

Uruguayan  Linseed  Crop. — The  second 
official  estimate  of  the  Uruguayan  linseed 
crop  for  1945-46  is  placed  at  more  than 
125,000  tons,  compared  with  103,000  tons 
last  year. 

German  Zone  Transfer  of  Supplies. — 

Renter  reports  from  Berlin  that  the  Soviet 
zone  of  Germany  is  to  send  15,000  tons  of 
chalk,  500  tons  of  sulphur  and  five  tons  of 
saccharin  to  Bavaria  in  the  U.S.  zone. 

Canadian  Penicillin  Factory  for  Poland. 

— Polish  representatives  have  left  for 
Toronto  to  take  over  a  penicillin  factory 
offered  to  Poland  by  Canada.  The  factory 
will  shortly  be  transferred  to  Poland. 

Americans  Increase  Penicillin  Output  in 
Germany. — A  Frankfurt  dispatch  states 
that  penicillin  output  in  Germany,  especi- 
ally at  the  works  of  the  I.G.  Farbenindus- 
trie,  at  Hoechst,  in  the  American  zone,  is 
to  be  stepped  up  to  avoid  imports  from 
abroad.  It  may,  however,  take  two  years 
to  attain  the  target  figure  of  1,000  million 
units  per  month. 

U.S.  Olive  Oil  Restriction. — Edible  olive 
oil,  which  was  removed  from  U.S.  controls 
in  July,  1944,  is  again  placed  under  import 
restrictions  because  of  the  shortage  in  the 
United  States.  The  oil,  now  being  obtained 
in  exchange  for  soyabean  oil  which  is  under 
international  food  allocation,  is  badly 
needed  in  the  U.S.  and  import  control  has 
been  deemed  necessary  to  prevent  its  re- 
export. 

Australia  Revises   Penicillin  Prices. — 

A  Sydney  message  states  that  because 
British-made  penicillin  is  cheaper  than 
Australian,  the  Commonwealth  Govern- 
ment may  add  an  import  duty.  British 
penicillin  is  reported  to  be  selling  at  3s.  yd. 
per  dose,  against  los.  per  dose  for  the 
Australian  product.  A  later  message  from 
Sydney  states  that  the  cost  of  Australian 
produced  penicillin  is  to  be  nearly  halved, 
so  that  the  import  duty  planned  for  the 
British  product  may  be  unnecessary. 

Revised  Indian  Lac  Crop  Estimate. — 

The  revised  production  of  the  Baisaki 
summer  lac  crop  this  year  is  estimated  to  be 
1,047,250  maunds  as  against  the  final  esti- 
mate of  635,250  maunds  last  year.  With 
general  rain  during  April  and  May,  and 
with  moderate  summer  heat,  the  climatic 
conditions  have  so  far  been  almost  ideal  for 
the  development  of  lac  incrustations.  If 
the  weather  continues  to  be  so  favourable 


until  the  end  of  this  month,  a  further  small 
increase  in  the  final  report  may  be  expected. 

Illegal  Cascara  Stripping. — A  message 
from  North  Vancouver  states  that  thousands 
of  cascara  trees  throughout  the  district  are 
being  stripped  of  their  bark  and  left  to 
die.  The  practice  is  being  carried  on,  it  is 
said,  even  in  populated  sections  by  persons 
without  permits.  Similar  stands  of  cascara 
trees  in  the  north-west  United  States  were 
improperly  harvested  to  the  point  of  ex- 
tinction, sending  the  price  of  British  Colum- 
bia cascara  soaring  and  creating  a  virtual 
"  black  market." 

Drugs  for  British  Zone  of  Germany. — 
The  Control  Commission  announced  on 
July  25  that  insulin,  penicillin,  cod-liver  oil 
and  certain  foods  will  have  to  be  imported 
into  the  British  zone  of  Germany  to  control 
disease.  Former  Wehrmacht  medical  stores 
are  being  handed  to  the  civil  population, 
the  Commission  disclosed.  It  is  stated  that 
medical  supplies  available  in  Germany  are 
sufficient  to  meet  only  the  minimum  essen- 
tial requirements  of  the  civil  population. 
The  statement  adds  that  penicillin  is  being 
used  solely  for  the  treatment  of  venereal 
disease. 

Argentine  Oils  and  Fats. — An  interna- 
tional fats  and  oils  mission  will  investigate 
and  possibly  conclude  a  new  agreement  for 
"  claimant  country  "  purchases  of  Argen- 
tina's exportable  surpluses  of  oils  and  fats. 
The  mission  comprises  one  delegate  each 
from  France,  the  Netherlands,  Denmark 
and  Sweden,  together  with  Mr.  Knight,  the 
British  Ministry  of  Food  representative.  It 
it  understood  that  the  Belgian  representa- 
tive is  already  in  Buenos  Aires.  The  mis- 
sion may  consult  with  the  United  States 
Ambassador  to  Argentina  during  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

Brazilian     Pyrethrum     Crop.  —  The 

1945-46  pyrethrum  crop  of  the  State  of 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul  is  estimated  at  2,000 
tons  which  is  about  40  per  cent,  higher  than 
the  previous  crop.  The  favourable  crop 
result  is  due  to  good  weather,  less  insect 
damage  and  an  increase  in  the  area  under 
pyrethrum  during  the  war.  About  100  tons 
of  new-crop  pyrethrum  have  been  sold  to 
Brazilian  firms  for  home  consumption,  with 
requirements  estimated  at  200  tons. 
Further,  about  400  tons  are  destined  for 
Argentina,  and  100  tons  for  other  South 
American  markets,  leaving  an  exportable 
surplus,  mainly  for  North  America,  of 
1,300  tons.

The  forward  value  of  Cape  Aloes  remains 
at  the  higher  level  noted  last  week.  The 
parcel  of  Sumatra  Benzoin  reported  afloat 
last  week  has  now  been  sold,  but  further 
supplies  are  to  follow  on  a  later  steamer. 
The  landed  price  of  1946  crop  Cascara 
sagrada  tends  to  be  above  that  previously 
reported.  Cascarilla  quills  are  in  good 
demand  at  an  unchanged  price.  Cloves 
and  other  Spices  are  quiet  at  former  quota- 
tions. CoLOCYNTH  is  Selling  slowly.  Price 
of  Menthol  from  Brazil  is  coming  in  a 
shade  higher  on  the  week ;  it  is  reported 
that  Chinese  production  plants  were  de- 
stroyed by  the  Japanese  and  for  that  reason 
offers  from  China  are  small  at  widely  vary- 
ing prices.  Shipment  quotations  for  Cochin 
Nux  vomica  are  firmly  maintained.

U.S.  Drug  Market  Report 

New  York,  July  26 

An  increase  in  the  price  of  Glycerin 
featured  the  Fine  Chemicals  markets  this 
week.  Silver  salts  are  all  in  exceedingly 
tight  supply  as  a  result  of  the  bullion  posi- 
tion ;  the  quotation  for  Silver  nitrate 
jumped  13  cents  per  oz.  to  60  cents  and 
similar  advances  in  Silver  cyanide,  pro- 
teinate  and  nucleinate  are  forecast. 
Trade  in  Menthol  has  been  dull  over  the 
past  week  and  no  further  increase  in  the 
quotation  has  been  recorded  ;  it  now  seems 
certain  that  no  substantial  supplies  will  be 
available  from  either  China  or  Japan  for 
the  major  consuming  season  in  the  U.S. 
which  starts  in  September.  While  there  has 
been  some  improvement  in  the  Quinine 
supply  situation,  it  is  expected  that  alloca- 
tion through  Government  agencies  will  con- 
tinue. Mercury  declined  during  the  week 
though  a  moderate  export  demand  is  re- 
ported. It  is  expected  that  shipments  of 
Norwegian  Cod-liver  oil  to  this  country 
will  decline  substantially  in  the  near  future, 
as  there  is  sufficient  stock  here  to  cover 
domestic  requirements  up  to  the  end  of  the 
current  year.  About  250  drums  of  this 
material  are  reported  to  have  arrived  here 
from  Great  Britain  recently.  It  is  an- 
nounced that  Streptomycin  will  be  distri- 
buted commercially  on  a  limited  scale  from 
September  i .  There  is  a  good  export  de- 
mand for  most  fine  chemicals  but  it  is 
feared  that  owing  to  limitation  of  supplies 
even  for  the  domestic  market,  many  orders 
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will  go  unfulfilled.   Most  Medicinal  Drugs 

are  still  quoted  at  the  low  levels  prevailing 
under  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  but 
items  such  as  Black  pepper  and  Nutmeg 
have  shot  up  in  face  of  limited  stock.  The 
tight  situation  which  developed  in  Rhubarb 
ROOT  when  shipments  from  India  stopped, 
has  been  relieved  by  substantial  exports  to 
this  country  from  China.  Stocks  of  Agar 
in  Japan  are  to  be  exported  to  the  U.S. 
through  Government  channels  for  alloca- 
tion to  regular  importers,  according  to  re- 
ports in  trade  circles  here.  Other  recent 
arrivals  on  the  local  market  include  about 
2,000  bales  of  Barbasco  root  from  Brazil, 
a  large  quantity  of  Dutch  Caraway  seed 
and  the  first  delivery  for  several  years  of 
Greek  Psyllium  seed.  Higher  prices  now 
being  offered  for  certain  botanical  drugs  are 
expected  to  result  in  increased  domestic  col- 
lections and  production.  Featuring  the 
Essential  oils  market  last  week  was  the 
arrival  of  large  quantities  of  Bergamot  and 
Lemon  from  Italy.  Other  imports  included 
some  Citronella  from  Ceylon,  a  few  drums 
of  natural  Camphor  from  Hong  Kong  and  a 
few  cases  of  Orange  from  Brazil.  A  short- 
age of  suitable  containers  is  hindering  im- 
mediate deliveries  of  certain  essential  oils.

Pharmacists'  Clothing  Coupons 

SiR^ — May  I  express  publicly  the  thanks 
which  are  due  to  Mr.  Belcher  (Parliamen- 
tary Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trade)  from 
several  thousands  of  pharmacists  and  assist- 
ants employed  in  dispensing  who,  but  for 
his  sagacious  decision  to  reopen  the  "  in- 
dustrial ten "  issue  for  a  limited  period 
would,  as  a  result  of  belated  applications, 
have  lost,  for  the  rationing  period  1945-46, 
the  right  to  the  issue  of  coupons  for  which  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  had  been 
pressing  for  so  long.  Thanks  are  also  due 
to  Dr.  Clitherow,  M.P.,  who  took  up  the 
matter  with  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  at 
our  request.  The  issue  of  coupons  for  the 
clothing  period  1945-46  must  end  with  that 
period  at  July  31,  1946.  One  of  the  condi- 
tions on  which  the  Board  of  Trade  accepted 
our  representations  that  pharmacists  who 
had,  for  one  reason  or  another,  delayed  their 
applications,  should  have  a  further  period 
of  grace,  was  that  we  should  not  issue  cloth- 
ing coupons  in  respect  of  any  application 
made  after  July  31.  It  will  therefore  be 
understood  that  we  shall  have  no  alternative 
but  to  reject  applications  made  after  the 
closing  date  of  July  31,  to  which  consider- 
able publicity  has  been  given.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  "  industrial  ten  "  issue  for  the 
clothes  rationing  period  1946-47  will  be 
announced  in  late  1946  or  early  1947,  and 
applications  should  then  be  made  through 
the  usual  channels,  viz.,  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  local  office.
